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(B) Classes of Stock . The Corporation is authorized to issue two classes of stock to 
be designated, respectively, "Common Stock " and "Prefened Stock ." The total number of shares 
which the Corporation is authorized to issue is tweinty milKon (20,000,000) shares, each with a 
par value of $0.0001 per share. Fifteen million (15,000,000) shares shaU be Common Stock and 
five million (5,000,000) shares shall be Prefeaed Stock 

(C) Rights, Prefe rences and Restrictions of Preferred Stock . The Preferred Stock 
authorized by this Amended and Restated Certificate of Incorporation may be issued from time 
to tme m one or more series. Tlie &st series of Preferred Stock shall be designated "Series A 
Preferred Stock" and shall consist of five million (5,000,000) shares. The rights, preferences" 
pnvileges, and restrictions granted to and imposed on the Series A Preferred Stock are as set 
forth below in this Article IV(C), 

1 ■ Dividend Provisions. The holders of shares of Series A Preferred Stock 
ShaU be entitled to receive dividends, out of any assets legally available therefor, prior and in 
preference to any declaration or payment of any dividend (payable other than in Common Stock 
or other securities and rights convertible into or entitling the holder thereof to receive, directly or 
zndu^ctly, additional shares of Common Stock of the Corporation) on the Common Stock of the 
Corporation, at the rate of S0.08 per share (as adjusted for any stock split, dividend, combination 
or other recapitalization with respect to such shares) per annum on each outstanding share of 
Senes A Preferred Stock, payable quarterly when, as and if declared by the Board of Directors. 
Such dividends shall not be cumulative. 

2. LiqnidatioiL 

(a) Preference. In the event of any liquidation, dissolution or winding 
^ of the Corporation, either voluntary or involuntary, the holders of the Series A Preferred 
Stock shall be entitled to receive, prior and in preference to any distribution of any of the assets 
of the Corporation to the holders of Common Stock by reason of their ownership thereof, an 
amomt per share equal to $1.00 per share (as adjusted for any stock split dividen4 combination 
or other recapitalization with respect to such shares) for each share of Series A Prefened Stock 
then held by them, plus declared but unpaid dividends. 1^ upon the occurrence of such event, the 
assets and funds thus distributed among the holders of the Series A Preferred Stock shaU be 
msufGcient to permit the payment to such holders of the fuU aforesaid preferential amoums, then, 
toe entire assets and fiiuds of the Corporation legally available for distribution shaU be 
distobuted ratably among the holders of the Series A Preferred Stock m proportion to the 
preferential amount each such holder is otherwise entitled to receive. 

(b) Remaining Assets . Upon the completion of the distribution 
required by Section 2(a) above, the remaining assets of the Corporation available for distribution 
to Stockholders shall be distributed among the holders of the Series A Preferred Stock and the 
Common Stock pro rata based on the number of shares of Common Stock held by each • 
(aasummg conversion at the Conversion Price (as defined in Section 4(a) below) then in effect of 
aU such Series A Preferred Stock) until the holders of the Series A Prefenred Stock shaU have 
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received an aggregate of S3 .00 per share (as adjusted for any stock split, dividend, combination 
or other recapitalization with respect to such shares) of Series A Prefened Stock (including 
amounts paid pursuant to Section 2(a) above); thereafter, if assets remain in the Corporation, the 
holders of the Common Stock of the Corporation shall receive all of the remaining assets of the 
Corporation pro rata based on the number of shares of Common Stock held by each. 

(c) Certain Acqnisitions . 

© Deemed Liquidation . For purposes of this Section 2, a 
hqmdation, dissolution, or winding up of the Corporation shall be deemed to occur if the 
Corporation shall sdl, convey, or otherwise dispose of all or substantially all of its property or 
assets or merge with or into or consoUdate with any otiier corporation (other than a whoUy- 
owned subsidiary of the Corporation), provided that this Section 2(c)Ci) shall not apply to a 
merger effected exclusively for the purpose of changing the domicile of the Corporation, to an 
equity financing in which the Corporation is the surviving corporation, or to a transaction in 
which the stockholders of the Coiporatioa immediately prior to the transaction own 50% or more 
of the voting power of the surviving corporation following the transaction, 

(2) Valuation of Consideration. In the event of a deemed 
Uqmdation as described in Section 2(c)(i) above, if the consideration received by the Corporation 
IS other than cash, its value will be deemed its fair market value. Any securities shall be valued 
as follows: 

(A) Securities not subject to investment letter or other 
similar restrictions on free marketability: 

(1) If traded on a securities exchange or ITie 
Nasdaq Stock Market, the value shall be based on a formula approved in good faith by the Board 
of Directors and derived from the closing prices of the securities on such exchange or Nasdaq 
over a specified time period; 

(2) If actively traded over-the-counter, the value 
shall be based on a fonnula ^proved in good faith by the Board of Directors and derived from 
the closing prices of the securities on such exchange or Nasdaq over a specified time period; and 

(3) If there is no active public market, the value 
Shall be the fair market value thereof, as determined in good faith by the Board of Directors. 

(B) The method of valuation of securities subject to 
mvestment letter or other restrictions on free madcetability (other than restrictions arising solely 
by virtue of a stockholder's status as an affiliate or former afQliate) shall be to make an 
appropriate discount from the market value determined as above in Section 2(c)(ii)(A) to reflect 
the approximate feir market value thereof, as determined in good faith by the Board of Directors. 

(iii) Notice of Transaction . The Corporation give each 
holder of record of Series A Preferred Stock written notice of such impending transaction not 
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later than ten (10) days prior to the stoclcholders' meeting called to approve such transaction, or 
ten (10) days prior to the closing of such transaction, whichever is earlier, and shall also notify 
3uch holders in writing of the final approval of such transaction. The first of such notices shall 
describe the mateiial terms and conditions of the impending transaction and the provisions of this 
Section 2^ and the Corporation shall thereafter give such holders prompt notice of any material 
changes. The transaction shall in no event take place sooner fhm ten (10) days after the 
Corporation has given the jSrst notice provided for herein or sooner than ten (10) day^ after the 
Corporation has given notice of any material changes provided tor herein; provided, however, 
that such periods may be shortened upon the vyritten consent of the holders of Series A Preferred 
Stock that are entitled to such notice rights or similar notice rights and thai represent at least a 
majority of the voting power of all then outstanding shares of such Series A Preferred Stock. 

(iv) Effect of Noncompliance , In the event the requirements of 
this Section 2(c) are not complied with, the Corporation shall forthwith either cause the closing 
of the transaction to be postponed until such requirements have been complied with, or cancel 
such transaction, in which event the rights, preferences and privileges of the holder? of the 
Series A Preferred Stock shall revert to and be the same as such rights, preferences and privileges

3. Redemption . The Series A Preferred Stock is not redeemable. 

4. Conversion . The holders of the Series A Preferred Stock shall have 
conversion rights as follows (the "Conversion Ri^ts" ): 

(a) Right to Convert . Subject to Section 4(c), each share of Series A 
Preferred Stock shall be convertible, at the option of the holder thereof, at any time after the date 
of issuance of such ghare, at the office of the Corporation or any transfer agent for such stock, 
into such nt]mber of folly paid and nonassessable shares of Common Stock as is determined by 
dividing $1.00 by the Conversion Price applicable to such share, determined as hereafter 
provided, in effect on the date th^ certificate is surrendered for conversion.

(b) Automatic Conversion , Each share of Series A Prefened Stock 
shall automatically be converted into shares of Common Stock at the Conversion Price in effect 
at tiie time immediately upon the earlier of (i) except as provided below in Section 4(c), the 
Corporation's sale of its Common Stock in a firm commitmect undenvritten public offering 
pursuant to an effective registration statement under the Securities Act of 1933, as amended (the 
"Securities Acf ). the public offering price of which is not less than $2.00 per share (as adjusted 
for any stock split, dividend, combination or other recapitalization with respect to such shares) 
and which results in aggregate cash proceeds to the Corporation of $15,000,000 (net of 
underwriting discounts and commissions) or (ii) the date specified by written consent or 
agreement of the holders of a majority of the then outstanding shares of Series A Preferred Stock. 
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(c) Mechanics of Convergiop , Before any holder of Series A 
Preferred Stock shall be entitled to convert the 'same into shares of Comraon Stock, he .^VtaTI 
surrender the certificate or certificates therefor, dxily endorsed, at the ojSce of the Corporation or 
of any transfer agent for the Series A Preferred "Stock, and shall give written notice to the 
Corporation at its principal corporate office, of the election to convert the same and shall state 
therein the name or names in which the certificate or certificates for shares of Common Stock are 
to be issue<}» The Corporation shall, as soon a^ practicable thereafter, issue and deliver at such 
office to 3uch holder of Series A Prefexred Stock, or to the nominee or nominees of such holder, 
a certificate or certificates for the number of shares of Common Stock to which such holder shall 
be entitled as aforesaid. Such conversion shall be deemed to have been made- immediately prior 
to the close of business on rhe date of such sunender of the shares of Series A Preferred Stock to 
be convened, and the person or persons entitled to receive the shares of Common Stock issuable 
upon such conversion shall be treated for all purposes as the record holder or holders of such 
shares of Common Stock as of such date. If the conversion is in connection with an underwritten 
offering of securities registered pursuant to the Securities Act the conversion may, at the option

(A) Adjustment FormuU . Whenever the Conversion 
Price is adjusted pursuant to this Section (4)(d)(i), the new Conversion Price shall be determmed 
by multiplying the Conversion Price then in effect by a fraction, (x) the numerator of which shall 
be the number of shares of Common Stock outstanding immediately prior to such issuance (the 
" Outstandmg Commorf ") plus the number of shares of Common Stock that the aggregate 
consideration received by the Corporation for such issuance would purchase at such Conversion 
Price; and (y) the denominator of which shall be the number of shares of Oxitstanding Conunon 
plus the nimiber of shares of such Additional Stock (as defined below).

(3) Capital stock, or options or wanants to 
purchase capital stock, issued to financial institutions, lessors, brokers or similar persons ia 
comiection with commercial credit anangements, equipment financings, commercial property 
lease transactions or similar transactions provided that such issuances axe approved by the Board 
of Directors of the Corporation; 

(4) Shares of Common Stock or Preferred Stock 
issuable upon exercise or conversion of warrants or notes or other rights to acquire securities of 
the Corporation outstanding as of the date of this Amended and Restated Certificate of 
Incorporation; 

(5) Capital stock or warrants or options to

(C) No Fractional Ad justments . No adjustment of the 
Conversion Price for the Scries A Preferred Stock shall be made in an amount less than one cent 
per share, provided that any adjustments which are not required to be made by reason of this 
sentence shall be carried forward and shall be either taken into account in any subsequent 
adjustment made prior to three years from the date of the event giving rise to the adjustment
